No Word.

The transfer of Mr. Mitchell is in 


keeping with the policy of the bureau 
in shifting its men from one post to 
another from time to time, it was said. 
A successor to Mr. Mitchell in the 
Atlanta office has not been decided 
upon, but orders transferring another 
official here will be issued shortly, it 
was said, The time for Mr. Mitchell's 
departure from Atlanta has been left 
to his convenience by bureau officials. 
During his residence in Atlanta 
Mr. Mitchell has been identified with 
a number of important local affairs 
and projects. He came to Georgia in 
1918 to assume editorial direction of 
army newspapers in the fourth corps 
area. He has taken leading parts in 
civic activities, such as the Bufaflo 
Liberty Loan campaigns, the Atlanta 
Community Chest campaigns, organi- 
zation of the American Legion, or- 
ganization of the National Aeronautic 
Association, reorganization of the 
Governors Horse Guards, the Lind- 
bergh reception, state ain tour, Cuban 
good will tour, and receptions of am- 
bapeadirs from France and Germany. 
r. Mitchell entered the sefvice of 
the department of commerce in Jan- 
uary, 1923, as commercial agent in 
the Atlanta district office of the bu- 
reau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce. He was appointed assistant 
manager in 1925, acting manager in 
1926 and, on the resignation of Lieu- 
tenant B. C. Getsinger in July, 1926, 
was appointed district manager. 
He is a native of New York state, 
the son of Harry’ Beldin Mitchell, 
manufacturer, and grandson of Dr. 
John Mitchell, noted physieian and 
surgeon. He is a descendant of Sam-

Navy Pact Secrecy 
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Tells Senate Question of 
Right to All Papers Far 
Transcends Passage or 
Defeat of Treaty.

WASHINGTON, July 10.— (/)— 
After three days of spirited debate, 
the senate today adopted a modified 
McKellar resolution requesting Presi- 
dent Hoover to transmit to the senate 
all correspondence bearing on the Lon- 
don naval treaty exchanged between 
the powers prior to its negotiation. 
The vote was 53 to 4. 

As finally passed, the resolution 
would make the action of the presi- 
dent subject to . whether he felt it 
would be harmful to the public in- 
terest. This is the attitude assumed 


by Mr. Hoover when he refused to 
transmit to the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee all papers requested 


by it. 
“Remarkable Vote.” 

Senator George opposed the resolu- 
tion on the final vote even though it 
contained a change suggested by him 
to permit the executive to make such 
recommendations as he saw fit as to 
the use of the papers by the senate. 
This phraseolegy, accepted by Senator 
McKellar, democrat,: Tennessee, au- 
thor of the resolution, was offset, 
George contended, by the Robinson 
amendment. 

“This vote,” the Georgian asserted, 
“is the most remarkable ever taken 
here. The senate has recognized the 
absolute right of the president to with- 
hold from the senate documents prece- 
dent to the making of a treaty. I 
dlare say that never before would the 
senate so commit itself in.a matter 
of so grave importance. It is infinite- 
iy, by gs important than the treaty it- 
self.’ 

Opinion was divided tonight on 
wheter the executive would accede to 
the senate’s request. Some senators 
believed he would stand by his origi- 
nal position. Others thought he would 
produce the documents with a request 
that they be held in confidence. 

Senator Reed, republican, Pennsy!- 
vania, a delegate to London and a 
Hoover supporter, said the resolution 
as amended was satisfactory to him. 

Disposition of the resolution cleared 
the way for resumption of debate on 
the treaty itself, although Senator 
Copeland, democrat, New York, fired 
the first gun for the treaty opposition 
during the resolution debate today. 
He asserted the pact failed to relieve 
the tax burden or give parity to 
American and British fleets, 

Hale To Oppose Pact. 

Senator Hale, republican, Maine, 

who has been waiting an opportunity 
to attack the pact, served notice he 
would speak the first thing tomorrow. 
Chairman Borah, of the foreign rela- 
tions committee, -wanted Hale to 
speak today after the vote on the 
document resolution, but the naval 
committee chairman called attention 
to the lateness of the hour and said 
he would prefer not to make the ad- 
dress in two sections. 
_ This led Senator Robinson, . repub- 
lican, Indiana, another treaty oppo- 
nent, to say there was no need to 
hurry the debate. 

The amendment to the McKellar 
resolution giving the president the 
right to withhold documents he con- 
sidered too confidential was offered 
by Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, 
the minority leader and the other sen- 
atorial delegate to London. It was 
adopted. 38 to 17. Most of the treaty 
opponents were recorded in the op- 
position on this vote. 

Those voting against the proposal 

on final adoption were Senators 
Black, Alabama; Copeland, New 
York, and George and Harris, of 
Georgia, all democrats. They took 
the position that the Robinson 
amendment gave the president an ex- 
cuse to keep the papers and that the 
senate should be the judge whether 
they should be held in confidence. 
_ Nine democrats and eight repub- 
licans opposed the Robinson amend- 
ment, including many treaty oppo- 
nents and several senators who have 
threatened to vote against the pact if 
the secret documents are not forth- 
ae for consideration of the sen- 
ate.

MIAMI, Fla., July 10.—(UN)— 
Defense arguments which included 
charges that Miami's safety director, 
S. D. McCreary, previously had per- 
jured himself in a murder trial and 
operated a hotel in which gambling 
and other vices were tolerated, fea- 
tured trial of Alphonse Capone, 
charged with perjury, here today. 

McCreary’s trial on charges of false 
arrest brought by Capone resulted in 
four original counts of perjury against 
“Scarface” Al, Chicago ganglord. The 
state charges Capone falsely accused 
McCreary of holding him in jail in- 
communicado, refused him a_ tele- 
phone, food, water and blankets and 
that McCreary threatened to arrest 
Capone’s mother, wife and son when- 
ever they were seen on the streets 
of Miami. 

Spectators in the courtroom cheer- 
ed today when Attorney Fritz Gordon 
in arguments and cross-examination 
of McCreary tried to show that the 
safety director owned a hotel which 
operated as a vice resort and that 
he gave perjured testimony in  esti- 
fying in the Quigg murder trial in 
1927 before a grand jury. 

Gordon further intimated Mce- 
Creary’s testimonyy therefore, was 
not to be trusted, and that he should 
be recognized as a criminal and not 
a law officer. 

So bitter was the -wrangling be- 
tween four attorneys that the jury 
was excused so mem would not 
be confused by conflicting legal _ar- 
guments and Judge E. C. Collins 
warned ‘both sides numerous times to 
allow opponents to speak. 

Plea of Richard H. Hunt, special 
prosecutor, and Solicitor McCaskill to 
have Capone’s attorneys adjudged in 
contempt of court was ignored.

Capone allegedly gave his perjured 
statements.

Mark of 99.7 Degrees 
Recorded Here at 3:30 
P. M.; Drought Threat- 
ens Northwest Georgia. 


With the temperature Thursday. at 
99.7 degrees and neither rain. nor re- 
lief from heat in sight, C. F. von 
Herrmann, head of the Atlanta of- 
fice of the United States weather bu- 
reau, stated that a condition of 


drought existed through northwest 
Georgia. 

The condition, if prolonged, may be- 
come serious, he said. 

Records of the weather bureau here 
show that since June 6, when .55 of 
an inch of rain fell, only .62 of an inch 
has fallen at scattered intervals, not 
sufficient, the weather bureau official 
said, to have any effect upon the soil. 

Since July 1, although the normal 
July rainfall is 4.74 inches, no rain- 
fall has been recorded. July 1 and 
July 8 both showed traces of rain, 
but the amount was too little to be 
measured. 

Situation in State. 

The situation in Georgia is worst 
in the northwest district, particularl 
between. Atlanta and Rome, he said. 
About half the counties of the state 
are suffering from lack of rainfall. 
In many counties, however, average 
rainfall has been reported. 

Mr. von Herrmann said that two 
weeks of dry weather, if the tempera- 
tures were high, was sufficient to pro- 
duce a condition of drought. In cool- 
er weather rainfall] may be light for 
a month or more without causing ex- 
ceptional suffering. 

Thursday, with its temperature of 
99.7 degrees, marked the end of a 
week of intensely hot weather in At- 
lanta. Weather bureau records, where 
the temperature is recorded to the 
nearest degree, show that last Friday 
thé mercury stood at 92. Saturday it 
rose to 94 and Sunday to 96 ree 
Monday had a yo geen of 97 de- 

6 degrees and Wed- 
est Year. , 

While the drought in northwest 
Georgia is apparent, it is by no means 
as severe as past periods of drought. 
The year 1925 was memorable for its 
dryness in Georgia. With the éxcep- 
tion of January when heavy rains feil, 
every month of the year was below 
normal in its precipitation. The situ- 
ation was accentuated in August and 
September. Although the normal rain- 
fall for August, is 4.49 inches, Au- 
gust of 1995 had only .02 and Sep- 
tember. with a normal of, 3.10 inches, 
had .24. : 

That year was the driest since the 
establishment of the weather bureau 
in 1879. : 

Twenty-six years ago, in 1904, an- 
other dry year was recorded. With the 
exception of August, which had nor- 
mal rains, every month was dry. A 
total of 33 inches of rain fell that 
year, as compared with a normal 
annual rainfall of 49 inches. 

Record Water Use. ; 

The drought prevailing in the city 
at the present time is made evident 
by a report from the waterworks that 
Wednesday 40,100,000 gallons of wa- 
ter flowed through the mains of the 
city. The day’s use of water consti- 
tuted a record for the city. 

‘A few scattered clouds in the west- 
ern sky Thursday afternoon failed to 


prevent the heat record for the year} 


of 99.6 degrees, established Wednes- 
day, from being bettered by a tenth 
of a degree Thursday. 

Thursday was notable for the num- 
ber of hours the temperature remained 
in the high nimeties. At 9 o'clock in 
the morning the thermometer had 
passed 90 degrees. At 11 o'clock. it 
stood at 94 and at noon at 96. Two 
o'clock saw 97 degrees and 2:30 
o’clock 99.3 degrees.

A. Swanson refused to allow Harry 
T. Brundidge, St. Louis Star reporter, 
to testify before a grand jury con- 
cerning the Lingle murder without 
first giving his information personally 
to Swanson. 

Brundidge recently wrote a series 
of articles concerning the Lingle mur- 
der. He charged that several &Sther 
Chicago reporters, as well as Lingle, 
had been involved in alliances with 
the underworld, and offered to give 
definite information to the grand jury 
if called. 

Swanson asked Brundidge first to 
tell his story to the state’s attorney. 
Brundidge refused on the ground that 
his information was of so important 
a nature he wanted to be sure the 
grand jury obtained it so that it 
ultimately would become public.

MOSCOW, July 10.—(?)— Reports 
abroad that Joseph Stalin, general 
Secretary of the central com- 
mittee of the communist party, may 
succeed Alexis I. Rykoff as premier 
are given little credence in responsible 
political quarters. here.

BACKCAPPING BUSINESS. 


There has been in circulation in 
Atlanta during the past week or so 
reports affecting the standing of 
certain prominent business houses. 

These reports have persisted to 
such an extent that The Constitu- 
tion has made a careful investiga- 
tion, developing the fact that the 
rumors based upon these reports 
are wholly unfounded and are the 
outgrowth of irresponsible gossip. 

This is a distinctly evil thing to

A case in full point occurred this 
week. The Constitution heard a 
rumor that one of the oldest and 
most popular mercantile firms of 
the city was in financial straits. The 
report was so unbelievable that a 
business expert of The Constitution 
was sent direct to the firm to 
learn the truth of the situation. He 
found a bank balance of $80,000 
to the firm’s credit, that its prac- 
tice has been for years and still is 
to take the 2 per cent discount’for 
cash payment of its bills, and that 
it has outstanding no bills payable 
further than for the current month’s 
transactions. The plain facts show 
that scarcely any business in all 
America is on a more solid finan- 
cial basis and doing a more perma- 
nently prosperous business than 
this old and favorite Atlanta house. 

Yet the damaging rumors strange- 
ly set afloat concerning it might 
easily have brought disaster to a 
business less prepared to make a 
thoroughly solvent showing on de- 
mand. This particular instance 
should strongly deter citizens from 
picking up and spreading business 
rumors without having the slightest 
evidence of their truth.

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24,373 Stills Seineds Arrests 
and Still Seizures Both 
Increase. 


WASHINGTON, July 10—)— 
Prohibition enforcement during the 
last fiscal year of its operation under 


the treasury resulted in the arrest of 

: persons and seizure of 24,- 
373 stills. . 

The arrests showed an increase of 
approximately 2,000 over the 1929 
fiscal year and of approximately 7,- 
000 in the number of stills seized. The 
figures included the number of arrests 
and seizures for 11 months of. the 
year and estimated arrests and s¢i- 
zures for_ June. 

These statistics were prepared by 
the old prohibition bureau which op- 
erated under prohibition Commissioner 

oran until the department of justice 
ook over prohibition enforcement on 
July 1 and showed that about 1,320,- 
000 gallons of spirits and 8,000,000 
gallons of malt liquor had been seized. 
In addition agents of the bureau seized 
8,778 automobiles. 

During the year the majority of 
stills were captured in the southern 
states. About 50 per cent had a ca- 
pacity of less than 100 gallons daily 
while five per cent had a capacity of 
500 gallons a day. Of the total the 
figures showed only about two per 
cent were found .to be operating on 
denatured alcohol. while, the others 
used corn, cornmeal, corn sugar, mo- 
lasses and cane sugar to produce-diquor. 


Many stills captured in the south 
were of the old moonshine variety 
which were operating before there 
was a prohibition law. 


Corn sugar stills during the last few 
years have shown an increase. Doran 
recently said this variety of illicit 
distillers had turned to corn sugar and 
were producing as good a grade of al- 
cohol as that turned out in the in- 
dustrial plants’ operating under per- 
mits. At that time he pointed to the 
huge increase in manufacture of corn 
sugar as one of the outstanding men- 
aces which the bureau had to face.

Professor Salvemini Speaks. 

Continuing his lectures on fascism 
before the institute, Proféssor Gaetano 
Salvemini, former editor, college pro- 
fessor and member of the Italian par- 
liament, today described the economic 
and political conditions of It&ly un- 
der the fascist dictatorship. Professor 
Salvemini was forced to leave Italy 
because of his opposition to the Mus- 
solini regime. 

The speaker discussed a number of 
claims set forth by the dictator’s pub- 
licity bureau and declared them o be 
false. 

“Much has been made of the alleged 


balancing of.the budget and of the 


surpluses in the treasury,” he said, 
“The truth 
surpluses and foreign loans have had 
to secured to keep the government 


running. 

Salvemini also touched on the great 
pom made about trains being on time 

Italy, and explained that tourists 
were cleverly “stage-managed” by the 
fascists so that they hear only praises 
of the Mussolini administration. 

“They do not ask themselves,” he 
said, “whether under fascist rule jus- 
tice also runs on time; whether lib- 
erty. also runs on time; whether hu- 
man dignity also runs on time. These, 
no less than railways, are public serv- 
ices in civilized countries.” . | 

The claim is made, Salvemini said, 
that the notorious Mafia organization 
has been wiped out by Mussolini, 

“The truth in this connection is 
that the Mafia has broken into two 
groups, one hoisting the fascist colors, 
the other rebellious. Nothing has been 
done to kill out the’ former, but the 
latter has been treated with savage 
cruelty. 

“Even if all Mussolini’s claims of 
efficiency and progress were true, 
however, what a price the Italian peo- 
ple are ee: 

“In Italy today all publications 
which do not submit to the control 
of the fascist party are suppressed.

The telegram from Mr. Bollati to 
Chancellor Snelling follows in full: 

Dr. Charles Snelling, Univer- 
sity of Georgia, Athens, Ga.: 

Papers report first lecture of 
notorious professional anti-fascist 
propagandist. 

The well-known love of the 
American’ people for law and or- 
der and for international friend- 
ship makes it incomprehensible 
that such self-styled expert on 
foreign subjects. be given oppor- 
tunity to air his well-known -pro- 
fessionaé anti-patriotic ideas, de- 
signed to create adverse feelings 
toward his native country and 
obviously aiming to discredit in 
the eyes of a friendly nation the 
very visible, admirable results 
brought about by fascism.

How To Fight Newest In- 
sect Pest in State.

Seven Georgia counties are infested

in the week was repprted to have 
come into the state /from Florida, 
it was said Thursday by Manning 
S. Yeomans, state entomologist. 

The counties are Brooks, Cook, La- 
nier, Lowndes, Mitchell, Tift and 
Thomas. \ “ 

Although the pest can) be a serious 
menace, Mr. Yeomans shid, if control 
measures are instituted immediately 
the worms may be destroyed as quick- 
ly as they appear. 

Two poisons were recommended by 
Mr. Yeomans. One consists of one 
and one-half pounds of arsenate of 
lead, four pounds of hydrated lime, 
and 50 gallons of water. ta should 
be thoroughly ‘mixed and all parts 
of the plant sprayed from the ground 
up. The process should be repeated 
in five days if five per cent infesta- 
tion is found following the previous 
spraying. 

The other is a ison bran mash, 
used as a bait. wenty-five pounds 
of dry bran, three gallons of water, 
two quarts of syrup and one pound 
of Paris green or one pound of white 
arsenic are used. The water, syrup 
and Paris green should be thorough- 
ly stirred, then mixed with the bran 
until every flake of bran is moisten- 
ed, The mixture should be crumbly, 
so that it will hold together when 
squeezed by hand into small balls. 
The balls are scattered by hand or 
from an open-end seeder, using ten 
pounds of the mixture per acre, 

“The worms will consume the poi- 
son bait, particularly when green feed- 
ing plants are somewhat scarce,’ Mr. 
Yeomans said.

ence that not even the soul-scorchinggyou watch Armour and Mac Smith lay 


heat could hold in check. 

There _were Tommy Armour and 
Mac Smith leading him by a stroke. 
There was Whiffy Cox Be and neck. 
And just behind there were Walter 
Hagen, Horton Smith, Harry Cooper, 
(iedrge Smith and Johnny Rogers 
only a stroke away at 72. 

Capable Rivals. 

At least four or five of these are 
capable of carrying on at the same 
dizzy pace. Certainly Armour, Mac 
Smith and Horton Smith, Hagen and 
Cooper are all tried veterans who 
can go the route, even though they 
have to step their way through al- 
most unendurable heat, a heat that 
made the temperature of Worcester 
five years ago look like Baffin’s Bay 
in January. 

The type of golf that Armour and 
Mac Smith played today ‘vill keep 
even a Jones fighting at his best to 
take and hold the lead and finish with 
the laurel. 

It was one of the most sensational 
first days any championship ever 
knew. Here were eight fine golf- 
ers no more than two strokes apart 
with other stars only a stroke or so 


away. 
All Over Course. 

And included in these is a fellow 
by the name of Hagen. For the first 
nine holes Hagen was struggling, all 
over the lot. He was fading his tee 
shots into heavy trouble atid on the 
second hole, 60 yards from the green, 
he lifted his head on the short pitch 
and got only 10 yards. 

At the long fourth someone rushed 
out .nd stepped on Hagen’s ball, half 
burying it in the hot turf. He was 
out in 38, wavering on the Border line 
of a break-up and then the old Hagen 
came back with a rush and a whoop 
that carried his big gallery = »ng to 
the finish with all the excitement of a 
football game. 

Hagen came back in 34 over the 
hard route and got his\72 to keep 
within reach of Jones. It was a typi- 
cal Hagen finish, full of courage and 
skill, a warning to them all that the 
Old Lion was far from dead or caged. 
From an erring, wandering, uncer- 
tain golfer, the veteran turned in a 
flash into the stuff that made him 
famous and still keeps him dangerous. 

THE TOUGHEST BARRICADE. 

This is the toughest barricade that 
Bobby Jones has ever faced. Mac 
Smith tied for the championship 20 
years ago and less than a month ago 
at Hoylake he trailed Jones to the 
final green, only two strokes away. 
Tommy Armour won the champion- 
ship at Oakmont in 1927 and came 
near winning it last summer at 
Winged Foot. Walter Hagen has won 
eleven national titles, including six 
open championships. Harry Cooper 
tied with Armour at Oakmont. Hor- 
ton Smith is the brilliant laminary of 
the younger stars, who has been gain- 
ing needed experience to make tim 
more and more dangerous at each 
start, just that much nearer the goal. 

And these are among the ten or 
twelve now left who are out to bar 
the way.to the Georgian’s latest 
bid ‘for glory. ‘They are the most 
formidable challengers that any sin- 
gle entry ever ran across in the 
history of golf. | : 

There was a wry smile on Bobby's 
face as he looked at the list of those 
who met-his first day’s test, stroke 
for stroke. 

OTHERS IN HUNT. 

And there are others such as Far- 
rell and Sarazen and Craig Wood 
who are still in the hunt, but they 
can hardly afford to slip in front of 
the rabid pack that is setting the 
pace. 
There are golfers up there in the 

forefront, nerve-tested veterans and 
dashing youngsters have prov- 
ed their place too often before. and 
if Jones can escape this cordon it 
will be the greatest exhibition of 
his golfing career. ; 

There has never been a champion- 
ship where so many queer and sud- 
den reversals broke into the pro- 
gram, largely due to a sun bent upon 
cooking the world in a humidie tem- 
perature that scored 104 before 10 
o'clock. 

FARRELL IS UPSET. 

And the strangest of these belonged 
to Johnny Farrell, open champion 
two years ago. Johnny, slender and 
a trifle keen to get going, opened his 
pursuit of Jones by nailing a specta- 
tor on the first hole off the edge of 
the fairway and knocking him down. 
For the next few minutes the par- 
tially unconscious spectator was the 
only comfortable person on the coursr2. 
At any rate this incident so upset 
Farrell that he hooked, sliced, shank- 
ed and flubbed and finally took three 
putts for an eight. 

It was an 8 at Wing Foot that 
wrecked Farrell a year ago. Im- 
agine peering into the mocking 
face of another 8 at the ist hole 
of the ist round, when you are 
all geared up to go somewhere. 
From this spot on Johnny Far- 
rell’s round was the most remark- 
able of the day. That 8 must have 
stuck in his heart like a poisoned 
arrow. He had a 6 at the 4th 
hole and that made him 6 ever 
4’s for 2 holes. 

But Farrell shot 7 of the 9 holes in 
6 under 4’s to square his 6 over 4’s 
on 2 holes to take him out in 36, an 
amazing performance—a test of fine 
golf and nerve control, proof that 
Johnny Farrell must be watched from 
now on.

Mrs. J. C. Wright, Atlanta’s 
most famous woman trapshooter 
and former American champion, 
plans to re-enter active competi- 
tion next winter after a layoff of 
almost two years, she told this 
correspondent Thursday. 

Mrs. Wright was a spectator at 
the shoot at the Atlanta Gun 
Club Thursday morning. 

“When 1 got out of the car 
and heard those guns firing,”’ she 
said, “I wanted to go out there 
and shoot so bad I didn't know 
what to do.” 

Mrs. Wright is the only Atlan- 
ta woman ever to win the wom- 
an’s 16-yard championship of 
North America, and one of a very 
few from the south ever to ac- 
complish the feat. She won the 
title in 1926. 

In 1927 and 1929 she was 
runner-up for the championship. 
She did not shoot in 1928, and has 
been out of competition this year. 
The American women’s meet is 
held each year at Dayton. Ohio, 
during the last week in Angust. 

Mrs. Wright plans to enter the 
midwinter shoot at Pinehurst next 
January, and then to compete 
again for the North American 
title in Dayton next summer. 

When she won the cbhamw:on- 
ship in 1926, she had a secure of 
190 x 200, at that time the high- 
est score. ever made in that meet. 
Before Mrs. Wright's victory, the 
only other woman in the south to 
win was Miss Georgia Ann Hob- 
son, of Kentucky. 

Besides her national successes, 
The Atlanta markswoman has 
won the Georgia state women’s 
crown several times and_ the 
southern shoot once. 

As she watched the trapshoot- 
ers in the southern meet Thurs- 
day the day was boiling hot. 

“Does the heat handicap trap- 
shooters seriously?” she was 
asked. 

“Yes, the heat waves rise off 
the barrel and bother you con- 
siderably,” Mrs. Wright answer- 
ed. “Many shooters put chalk on 
their barrels to defect the heat 
waves.’ 

“Do expert trapshooters enjoy 
watching other trapshooters in 
action ?” 

“Ves, I think so. I do.” 

When she goes back into ac- 
tion next year, let the rest of 
the women trapshooters in Amer- 
ica look out.

CHICAGO, July 10.—(4)—Kansas 
and Indiana reports of bigger yields 
than expected, together with predic- 
tions that government crop estimates 
would prove bearish, pulled wheat 
prices downward late today, likelihood 
of cooler temperatures northwest 
promising some relief where wheat 
has been suffering from prolonged heat 
and drought tended also to induce 
many traders to switch to the selling 
side of the wheat market. On eve 
dip in prices, however, buying broad- 
ened, and special notice was taken of 
dispatches saying wheat crops are al- 
most completely ruined in Montana 
from Havre to Great Falls. 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
nervous, 1 1-Sc to 1 5-Se a_ bushel 
lower than yesterday's finish. Corn 
closed 5-8c off to 7-3¢ up, oats 1-Sc 
iy 1-2¢ advance, He" provisions vary- 
ing from 12¢ decline to a rise of 15c. 

Downward swings of the wheat mar- 
ket during the late transactions to- 
day received much of their impetus 
from advices received here that north- 
west Kansas points were reporting 
yields of 41 to 55 bushels per acre. 
ndiana advices were also current at 
this stage, saying much larger returns 
from the wheat harvest than had been 
looked for earlier in that state ap- 
peared to be general. Meanwhile, too, 
an evident disposition in some quar- 
ters was shown to get rid of holdings 
of wheat future delivery contracts be- 
cause of belief that the government 
July crop report would indicate larger 
production this season than, was offi- 
cially forecast a month ago. 

‘Temporary upturns in wheat values 
witnessed during the first part of 
ihe day were based a good deal not 
only on Montana reports of severe 
crop damage but also on assertions 
that not winds were doing injury to 
some of the best wheat sections of 
the Dakotas. The Montana advices 
said that throughout an extensive dis- 
trict wheat prospects were so reduced 
that the wheat plants were _ being 
mown and used for hay. In the Da- 
kotas, a special complaint was prema- 
ture ripening. No actual damage yet. 
however, from black rust was reported, 
and export business from North Amer- 
ica was small—so far at least as deal- 
ers were willing to admit. 

Corn showed independent strength 
much of the time today, but finally 
developed gweakness owing to down- 
turns in wheat values. News was 
received that the corn cro is firing 
in parts of Nebraska and Illinois. Ar- 
rivals of corn at primary terminals to- 
day were decidedly smaller than a 
year ago. Oats were responsive to 

a good cash demand.

It is trne that automobile 
companies in this country at the pres- 
ent time are shutting down or are 


| working on part time with some of 


them passing or reducing dividends, 
all of which makes for pessimism in- 
stead of optimism. But that is just 
a temporary condition created by tem- 
porary overoptimism. Moreover, }1 
cleaning house today from top to bot- 
tom the automobile industry ie put- 
ting its house in order to make the 
most of the upturn when it comes. 
Before this country with the rest of 
the world was recently bounced off its 
feet by overoptimism, the rest of the 
world was continually sending experts 
here to find out why we were so far 
ahead.

WASHINGTON, July 10.—@)— 
A 1930 wheat crop exceeding last 
year’s 806,000,000 bushels, and a corn 
crop 188,000, bushels larger than 
the harvest of 1929 were forecast to- 
day by the department of agriculture. 

Crop prospects as a whole, on the 
basis of July 1 conditions, the de- 
partment said, point to larger acre- 
ages planted in a majority of the prin- 
cipal crops, and a yield per acre about 
one per cent above that of last year, 
despite dry weather during the 
spring. ) 

The report showed increased acre- 
age in corn, oats, rye. rice, beahs, soy 
beans, cowpeas, potatoes, sweet pota- 
toes, tobacco and sugar beets. 

A decreased acreage was shown for 
wheat—a move recommended by the 
federal farm board—although the total 
estimated volume in bushels was 
placed at “practicaily the same as the 
crop harvested in 1929.” Other de- 
creased acreages included cotton, bar- 
ley, hay and peanuts. 

Estimates for the leading crops com- 
pared with the 1928 harvest follow; 

Corn 2,802,000,000 bushels com- 
pared with 2,614,000,000 bushels in 
1929: wheat rpepiy 5~ against 
806,000,000 ; oats 329,000,000 
against 1,234,000,000; barley 332,- 
000,000 against 304,000,000; rye 47,- 
858,000 against 40,500,000; potatoes 
398,000,000 against 360,000,000. 

The department said that the num- 
ber of acres planted in corn was in- 
dicated to have increased in virtually 
all the important corn states, with a 
total indicated acreage of 101,531,000, 
the largest since 1923. 

“There appears to have been a shift 
from hay to corn in the north and 
from cotton to corn in much of the 
south,” the report said.

The acreage planted in potetoes was 
estimated at 8,482.000, an increase of 
over 3 per cent. The increased acre- 
age in the south was placed at 13 
per cent, while the Maine crop was 
estimated to be the largest on record.

He told the foreign rela- 
tions committee of the chamber of 
deputies, at the same time, that “an- 
other war in Kurope is impossible 
and inadmissible.” 

M. Briand assured the commiftee 
there was po reason for “emotion 
concerning the relations bet ween 
France and Italy.” He said every 
move poksible on the part of France 
had been made toward a satisfactory 
understanding with her neighbor 
country. 

Disclosing that no more ships 
would be put on the stocks in the 
French building program before next 
December, Minister Briand said Pre- 
mier Mussolini had been informed of 
that fact officially. M. Briand said 
Italy bad thus been provided with 
plenty of time for renewal of the dis- 
cussion of a treaty of disarmament 
under conditions that existed in 
French naval armament during the 
London naval conference. 

The foreign minister said that 
France since the great war had ceded 
120,000 square miles of former French 
territory on the Tripolitan frontier to 
Italy thus removing any possible 
cause for feeling in that quarter. He 
added that although France had 
striven for a tri-party entente of 


France, Italy and Jugo-Slavia, Italy |

TARDIEU WITHSTANDS 
TWO MORE ATTACKS 


PARIS, July 10.—(4#)—Premier 
Andre Tardieu’s government, fighting 
a series of skirmishes with an increas- 
ingly dangerous opposition this week, 
today by strength and strategy suc- 
ceeded in beating off two attacks from 
the left of the chamber of deputies. 

After a debate In which fist fights 
were often threatencd and a good deal 
‘of personal scuffling went on between 
conservatives and socialists, the gov- 
ernment defeated a motion of censure 
for penalties it imposed on leaders of 
the recent Paris pos:a! strike. 

Making the rejection’ a‘ matter of 
ronfidence, Premier Tardieu was vic- 
torious 825 to 259. By strategy, he 
dodged an open test of strength on 
another question connected with the 
same matter. After having made a 
vote a question of confiu:cce, he with- 
drew the ultimatum, and the vote was 
then left pending. 

M. Tardieu, however. will havg to 
meet further attacks in both houses 
tomorow. After he had witt.drawn 
the question of confidence, the cham- 
ber decided to thrash out the entire 
question of the postal employes tomor- 
row and it. was reported in the lob- 
bies tonight that the opposition would 
launch a vigorous attack against the 
government at the end of the debate. 

Another attack in. the senate was also 
being prepared by the opposition. This 
was in opposition to the attitude of the 
regional prefects toward manifesta- 
tions in favor of laicised schools, sev- 
eral of which have recently met with: 
official rebuffs. 

On Tuesday, the Tardieu govern- 
ment first began to feel the force of 
what political observers agree is a de- 
termined attempt by the left to de- 
feat it before the end of the regular 
sessions. 


The opposition is anxious to do this | 


in the hope of preventing M. Tardieu 
from utilizing the vacation to repair 
his political fences. 

The old issue of church and state, 
which survives in a jealous rivalry 
among French political men, is the fa- 
vorite pretext.
